Schaumont et al. discloses in Fig. 22, Fig. 23 and column 24, lines 6 - 64 the C++ Timed, Bittrue System Description using C++ 
objects such as signals and finite state machine descriptions which translate themselves to a control / data flow data structure. Also, Fig. 
1 1 , lines 1 - 18 of Schaumont et al. clearly shows a C++ system inherently disclosing the assigning a type (e.g., T-sample) and a 
dimension (e.g., 8, 6) to the at least one undeclared variable (e.g., coef[i]) by analyzing the functional description to form an abstract 
syntax tree. 

Thus, Schaumont et al. discloses the following limitation "assigning a type and a dimension to an undeclared variable by analyzing the 
functional description to form an abstract syntax tree" as recited in rejected claims.
